One, Two, Three: The Ins and Outs of RCV 


Got questions about ranked-choice voting? We've got answers.

Despite the fact that ranked- 
choice voting has been the modus 
operandi for electing new politicians in 
San Francisco for more than a decade, 
in a close race it can still confuse voters 
to no end. This year’s mayoral contest 
has had a lot of people questioning 

if they can put the same candidate’s 
name down three times, if a third- 
place vote even matters, and how 

long it will take to determine who is 
the next mayor of San Francisco. We 
rounded up some answers to help your 
trip to the polls next week run just a 
little bit smoother. 

What is ranked-choice voting? 

Simply put, it’s a numbered ranking 
system to help voters select a candi- 
date that best represents their wishes. 
Voters can select a No. 1, No. 2, and 
No. 3 candidate. If any candidate 
receives more than 50 percent of the 
first-place votes, they win. But if no 
candidate comes out with an outright 
majority, the last-place candidate is 
eliminated, and voters who supported 
them as No. 1 automatically have their 
next choice vote applied to the remain- 
ing two candidates. This continues un- 
til one candidate reaches 50 percent. 

If you're a visual person and this 
doesn't totally make sense, we highly 
recommend you Google “ranked-choice 
voting” videos, which explain how 
this works through Post-it notes on a 
whiteboard or strange animations in- 
volving woodland animals. 

Why do we use ranked-choice vot- 
ing? 

When voters select a president, 
senator, or any contender for federal 
office, they do so in two voting rounds, 
the primary and the general election. 
The first helps each major party send 
its strongest candidate forward, and 
a second selects a final candidate. In 
San Francisco, voters chose to insti- 
tute ranked-choice voting way back in 
2002. Instead of voting twice, they can 
vote once, ranking candidates accord- 
ing to their preference. 

In the early 2000s, the two argu- 
ments for ranked-choice voting were 
that it would save the city of San 
Francisco the millions needed to runa 
primary election and boost voter turn- 
out — the latter of which is no small 
feat, seeing as only three in five voters 
return to the polls to cast their vote a 
second time. With only one trip to the

ballot, it also makes voting an easier 
feat for working-class or disabled 
citizens who may have a hard time 
reaching the polls twice to choose their 
candidate. 

In theory, ranked-choice voting also 
discourages nasty campaign tactics, 
in part because candidates vie for sec- 
ond-place positions from their oppo- 
nents’ supporters. We've seen this play 
out in a number of ways during this 
mayoral race. In a statement of friend- 
ship and to woo one another’s sup- 
porters, Jane Kim and Mark Leno have 
each co-endorsed the other as a second 
choice, sending out flyers and ads 
asking voters to choose both of them 
in the election. Kim and Leno have 
also bragged about their second-place 
endorsements from Democratic clubs 
across the city, recognizing the value in 
being someone's No. 2 vote. 

And while vitriol has certainly 
erupted between the Leno and Kim 
campaigns and that of their opponent, 
London Breed, the race has been 
relatively free of candidate-bashing 
between Leno and Kim. It’s a fairly 
unusual move, and one that national 
outlets like The New Yorker and The At- 
lantic picked up on. 

Pedro Hernandez, deputy director 
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of the nonprofit voting-advocacy or- 
ganization FairVote California, credits 
ranked-choice voting as one of the rea- 
sons there’s been a stark lack of drama 
between Kim and Leno’s races. 

“If this was a top two runoff elec- 
tion you would see an election when 
Kim and Leno would be fighting it 
out, and you would have all the lesser 
known candidates attacking each oth- 
er,’ he says. “I do see a lot more money 
in politics in S.F., but I will say if we 
didn’t have ranked-choice voting, you 
would see a lot more negative cam- 
paigning.” 

Finally, ranked-choice voting has 
the potential to help citywide morale 
after a race. This is a close race, and if 
it was conducted in a straightforward, 
plurality-winner election where who- 
ever gets the most votes wins, that 
means that two-thirds of San Francis- 
cans would feel disappointed with the 
results. By offering voters a second and 
third place choice, ranked-choice vot- 
ing has the potential to reduce those 
June 6 blues. 

Will selecting one candidate for all 
three slots help them win? 

Nope. Your vote will only be 
counted once for that candidate. At a 
Commonwealth Club mayoral debate 


in May, Breed answered a question 
about who else she supported by stat- 
ing, “London Breed is my No. 2 choice 
and London Breed is my No. 3 choice.” 
While it certainly made the point that 
she does not endorse any of her oppo- 
nents for the No. 2 or No. 3 spots, it’s a 
misconception that the tactic of flood- 
ing ballots with one name will make 
any difference. 

“We generally discourage that, 
because it means that their vote will 
only be voted for once for that candi- 
date,” Hernandez says. That said, “The 
amount of voters who have done that 
particular practice is not too common 
in San Francisco.” 

Do voters need to choose a No. 3 
spot? 

This has been the question on the 
streets, in the media, and at voter 
guide parties in living rooms citywide. 
For strong supporters of Breed, there’s 
no clear second or third choice. For 
progressives who choose Leno and Kim 
for first and second place (in either 
order), that still leaves a spot open for 
No: 3: 

In the end, third choices will only 
be counted if first and second choices 
are eliminated, and with each candi- 
date polling closely to one another, it’s 





unlikely that the ranked-choice voting 
system would need to move beyond 
No. 2 votes to find a candidate with 50 
percent of the votes needed to win. 

Nevertheless, Hernandez says that 
yes, voters should always consider 
choosing a candidate for their No. 3 
spot. 

“What voters should know is that 
their first choice vote is the most 
important vote,” he says. “Really vote 
with your heart for that first choice. 
But a third place vote is certainly sym- 
bolic. All voter information is import- 
ant for developing policy decisions.” 

In other words, if Amy Farah-Weiss 
gets a large number of No. 3 votes, it 
won't necessarily means she wins — 
but it may hint to the person who does 
that homelessness, the main issue Far- 
ah-Weiss is campaigning on, is highly 
important to voters. 

How long will it take after the polls 
close to know who our next mayor is? 
No one really knows. As soon as 

the polls close at 8 p.m. on June 5, 
the counting race begins. But because 
this election is so close, it may be hard 
to determine a clear winner until all 
votes are counted, and this is where 

a common misconception pops up: 
Ranked-choice voting does not neces- 
sarily mean a slower count. According 
to Hernandez, the algorithm comput- 
ers use to go through voters’ choices 
runs fairly quickly — it’s the counting 
of mail-in ballots dropped off at polls 
on election day that often causes the 
delays. 

Department of Elections Director 
John Arntz told KQED it could be as 
many as five days after the June 5 
primary before a winner of the ranked- 
choice voting contest is known. But as 
the data is slowly released every couple 
hours on election night, chances are 
we ll begin to have a clear idea of which 
candidate will take the lead before the 
clock strikes midnight. Whoever wins 
has the chance to lead for 10 years, 
with an immense amount of power to 
shape the future of San Francisco.

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S.F Voters Stare Down Big Tobacco

For all of the gnashing of teeth 
over the millions of campaign dollars 
flying into the San Francisco mayoral 
race, those sums are nothing compared 
to how much money is being spent on 
the less-talked-about flavored-tobacco 
ban known as Proposition E. 

The three major mayoral candidates 
and their Super PACs have all raised 
and spent more than a million bucks 
apiece in a fight for the top seat at 
City Hall. But tobacco firms and their 
big-money opponents have spent a 
gargantuan total of nearly $17 million 
to block one little local ballot measure 
here in the city and county of San 
Francisco. 

The lion’s share of that money is 
the nearly $12 million pumped in 
by tobacco company R.J. Reynolds, 
whose Newport cigarettes have been 
the top-selling menthol cigarette in 
the United States for the last 15 years. 
This legislation would ban the sale of 
all menthol cigarettes, as well as fla- 
vored cigars and cigarillos like Swisher 
Sweets, flavored smokeless tobacco, 
and flavored e-liquids used in vape 
pens and cartridges. 

They have an unexpected opponent. 
Despite being on the other side of 
the country, former New York Mayor 
Michael Bloomberg has poured about 
$3.6 million of his own money into 
the Yes On E campaign. That’s in ad- 
dition to the hundreds of thousands 
of additional dollars coming in from 
organizations like the American Heart 
Association and the American Cancer 
Society. 

Both sides of Prop. E have carpet- 
bombed mailboxes, TV, and the radio 
with ads that depict either adorable 
children begging us to save them from 
Big Tobacco, or vintage 1920s Prohi- 
bition footage mixed with dystopian 
prison-industrial complex imagery to 
underscore their argument that ’Bans 
Don’t Work.” 

A few other cities in the U.S. have 
similar flavored-tobacco bans, but each 
has exemptions. For example, New 
York’s ban does not apply to menthols, 
and Oakland’s ban does not apply to 
specialty smoke shops whose products 
consist of 70 percent or more tobacco. 
None of these bans are as sweeping 
as the flavored-tobacco ban before 
San Francisco voters on June 5, which 
would prohibit sales of all flavored-to- 
bacco products with no exceptions, 
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On Tuesday voters will decide whether or not flavored tobacco such as menthols and certain vape cartridges will 
be banned citywide. 


including common menthol cigarettes. 

As a reminder, this particular ban 
was already unanimously approved by 
the Board of Supervisors last June, 
as written by District 10 Sup. Malia 
Cohen. But tobacco advocates man- 
aged to override the supervisors and 
get Prop. E on the ballot by collecting 
20,000 signatures — and paying pe- 
tition-gatherers a gaudy $5 per signa- 
ture collected. 

But not everyone in San Francisco 
supports it, supervisors’ vote aside. 

“We would lose half our business,” 
says Aldalali Saleh Abdullah, manager 
of the Excelsior’s Super Smoke shop, as 
he gestures toward racks of both reg- 
ular and menthol cigarettes. “We sell 
half and half. Almost 50 percent of our 
business [is flavored tobacco]. Every 
smoke shop is worried about it.” 

Small businesses aside, many med- 
ical professionals in the Bay Area sup- 
port the ban. 

“The flavored tobacco bans are a 
very good idea,” Stanford Medical 
School Health Policy Associate Dr. 
Keith Humphreys tells SF Weekly. “The 
flavors appeal particularly to kids.” 

He’s not wrong: A cursory look at 
your local smoke shop’s e-liquid vape 
counter will show you flavors that

are reminiscent of popular children’s 
candies and breakfast cereals. It’s not a 
stretch to believe that vape cartridges 
with knockoff names like “Captain 
Crunch” and “Fruit Pebbles” might 
tempt a youngster to try vaping. 

The odd one out is menthol, which 
doesn’t seem like a kid-friendly flavor. 
Why would the ubiquitously popular 
menthol cigarettes be included in the 
dragnet of this tobacco ban? 

“Menthol makes it easier to inhale 
tobacco more deeply, making it more 
addictive and more carcinogenic,” 
Humphreys says. “So I would expect 
public-health benefits from banning 
menthol and other flavors.” 

Nevertheless, Humphreys is quick 
to note that vaping and e-cigarette 
products are preferable to regular cig- 
arettes. “I do think that e-cigarettes 
are less harmful than combusted ciga- 
rettes,’ he says. “They’re not good for 
you, but they’re less harmful.” 

But public-health experts are not 
unanimous in supporting the ban on 
flavored-tobacco products. 

“Proposition E is wrong-headed. 

I think that a ban and prohibition 
of those products is not going to be 
successful,” UCSF School of Nursing 
Clinical Professor Kevin McGirr tells 


SF Weekly. “From many consumers’ 
perspectives, this is a much safer alter- 
native.” 

McGirr points out that many adult 
smokers do use flavored smokeless 
and vape products to successfully wean 
themselves from cigarette smoking. 

“It’s like needle exchange,” he says. 
“By giving people clean needles, there’s 
always some risk that either they 
would not be effective, or the needles 
would get into the wrong hands. But 
the science ultimately bore out that 
this was a significant safety alternative 
for people who were IV drug users.” 

Regardless of how the vote goes, 
the flavor ban might be particularly 
fruitless in a small town like San Fran- 
cisco, where a quick trip to Daly City 
could easily produce a pack of men- 
thols or a cartridge of candy-flavored 
nicotine. 

“Given San Francisco, where the 
boundaries are more permeable, 
people will continue to use flavored 
products by just going across the bor- 
der and purchasing them,” McGirr pre- 
dicts. “The ban doesn’t prohibit people 
from using the product, it simply 
prohibits people from purchasing the 
products. I think those people will con- 
tinue to go ahead and purchase them 
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and acquire them however they can.” 

But one of the bedrock arguments 
in favor of Prop. E is that tobacco 
companies have disproportionately 
marketed these flavored products to 
LGBTQ people and communities of 
color. 

“Why do over 80 percent of Black 
smokers smoke mentholated tobacco 
products?” asks UCSF Associate Pro- 
fessor of Health Policy Dr. Valerie 
Yerger. “Since the Civil Rights Era, 
big tobacco companies have perni- 
ciously targeted the African-Amer- 
ican community with mentholated 
tobacco products.” 

McGirr sees bans as the wrong ap- 
proach to undoing that damage. 

“If they are in fact targeting 
people of color and poorer commu- 
nities, the reality is that it is those 
communities that are still smoking 
at greater rates,” he says. “So what 
we need to do, from a public-health 
perspective, is to be targeting those 
communities with every possible inter- 
vention to help them move away from 
combustible tobacco use, including 
electronic devices.” 

If passed, Prop. E would not ban all 
vape cartridges or e-cigarette sales. It 
would only ban any product that “has 
or produces a Characterizing Flavor.” 
But that does include most vape car- 
tridges seen on San Francisco smoke- 
shop shelves, and many adults feel 
these flavored e-cigs help them kick 
the cigarette habit. 

Research also indicates that vaping 
on flavored e-cigarettes is less harmful 
than traditional smoking, and helps 
users quit. In their report on the public 
health consequences of e-cigarettes, 
the National Academies of Science, 
Engineering, and Medicine concluded 
that “while e-cigarettes might cause 
youth who use them to transition to 
use of combustible tobacco products, 
they might increase adult cessation of 
combustible tobacco cigarettes.” 

In other words, the choice voters 
face may be between a product that 
might get more kids hooked, but para- 
doxically might help more adults quit. 
After a drawn-out fight between the 
Board of Supervisors and the board- 
room of R.J. Reynolds, at least the 
decision will be made at the ballot box 
instead of in a smoke-filled room.

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For the First Time, Voter 
Registration Extends to 
Election Day 


If you haven't registered yet, head down to City Hall.

It’s amomentous election year 
for anumber of reasons, not least of 
which is that 2018 marks the first time 
in California that people who forgot to 
register by the official date can still vote. 

We get it, Californians. You're laid- 
back, and you like to take things slow. 
Deadlines, while important, may slip 
your mind as you're basking in the 
beauties of life. Luckily, the state gets 
it too, and it passed legislation to cut 
you some slack. 

California enacted onditional Vot- 
ing Registration, or CVR, in 2012, but 
it didn’t become operative until 2017. 
Starting this year, every county state- 
wide is required to designate at least 
one place where people can register 
and vote — all the way up to Election 
Day. 

The only catch is that you must 
register through CVR in person, so you 
can’t do it from the comfort of your 
sofa. People who sign up for CVR in 
San Francisco must go to Room 48 in 
the City Hall Voting Center, Monday 
through Friday from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m., 
and Saturday and Sunday from 10 a.m. 
to 4 p.m. On Election Day itself the 
hours will be extended, from 7 a.m. to 
8 p.m. 

The new move may boost turnout 
numbers, but the pickup is slow: 
During the first three days after the 
traditional voter registration deadline 
happened, only 36 S.F. residents took 
advantage of the option to register. 

John Arntz, director of the S.F 
Department of Elections, said the total 
increase of voter turnout for the city 
and state will be determined later on, 
but he expects it to be higher than pre- 
vious elections. 

Several political-science studies 
have shown that difficult registration 
processes contribute to comparatively 
low voter turnout in the United States. 
Turnout is even lower for local and 
state elections, though those decisions 
can affect voters way more than who 
holds the top seat in Washington, D.C. 





Voters submit their 
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Once people are registered, votes by 
CVR will be counted along with mail-in 
votes. For the S.F. election, all CVR and 
mail-in ballots are likely to be counted 
by Election Day, Artnz says. For eager 
citizens, there’s even an online feature 
to track exactly when it happens. 

Artnz said there are multiple 
reasons people might have trouble 
registering by the official date, and not 
all of them are due to forgetfulness. 

He said when people move into a new 
county or city, they must re-register. 
Even a mere change in address can 
cause voter registration to be invalid, 
forcing people to start over. 

“Every election, people think 
they’re registered, and we don’t have 
an account in our base,” Arntz says. 
“This extends the opportunity to vote.” 

If you haven't heard about this new 
statewide voting law, it’s probably just 
growing pains. Arntz said that since 
this is the first year CVR is available, 
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the Department of Elections consid- 
ered possible confusion about the two 
separate dates for voting. Still, the De- 
partment of Elections has cautiously 
spread the word to the public. 

“We’ve done press releases, added 
information in the voter guide, used 
social media, but it’s kind of hard 
because we don’t want to confuse peo- 
ple.” Arntz said. 

He added that it is important for 
people to understand that registering 
for CVR can only be in person. “There’s 
a difference between the two: You have 
to be in City Hall to do it.” 

As liberating as CVR can be for 
civic procrastinators, some deadlines 
still actually act like deadlines. Vote 
by June 5 for the city’s next mayor, or 
forever hold your peace.

(Clean) Power to the People 


Proposition A paves the way for San Francisco to build its own 
clean power infrastructure as an alternative to PG&E.

Proposition A is quite the snoozer, especially in comparison 
to high-stakes measures like a ruling on Tasers, a flavored tobacco ban, or a rev- 
olutionary right-to-counsel for renters served eviction notices. 

But we promise that revenue bonds for clean power projects are actually 
a big deal in reclaiming our power grid, especially when you consider the 
power that PG&E has over utility-paying residents. 

Supervisor Aaron Peskin steered Prop. A to the ballot to give the Public 
Utilities Commission (PUC), paired with a two-thirds vote by the Board of 
Supervisors, the ability to issue revenue bonds that would fund clean-power 
facilities. The PUC can already do this with water and sewer services, but 
without this voter-fueled change, running renewable energy services is left 
largely up to PG&E, which owns the infrastructure that gets power to its 
customers. 

Supporters of Prop. A argue that allowing the PUC to use public bonds 
to put up money for renewable energy like solar power will bring low-cost, 
low-emission energy to San Francisco residents otherwise subject to PG&E's 
corporate energy monopoly. 

But the Libertarian Party of San Francisco, which issued the official re- 
buttal in the San Francisco Department of Elections Voter Guide, questions 
whether a government-owned entity would serve residents better than a 
corporation, asserting that it will add more debt to the city. 

Nevertheless, the measure would not have a direct impact on govern- 
ment spending, according to City Controller Ben Rosenfield. 

All 11 supervisors voted to place Prop. A on the ballot, so they would 
likely approve the bonds — but the PUC also needs approval from the may- 
or to proceed. If the PUC is being called out for water rates as a reason to 
vote against this, then it’s only fair to mention the thousands of homes de- 
stroyed and hundreds of lives upended by PG&E’s 2010 San Bruno pipeline 
explosion and Cal Fire’s recent ruling that the company’s poor power-line 
maintenance caused three of the North Bay fires last fall.

Gambling's 
Cannabis 
Connection 


Murphy v. NCAA Is a big victory 
for states’ rights, which is good 
news for the cannabis industry. 


On May 14, the Supreme Court 
struck down a federal law that prevent- 
ed individual states from legalizing 
sports gambling. In a 7-2 decision, the 
Court found that a provision of the 
Professional and Amateur Sports Pro- 
tection Act (PASPA) violated aspects of 
the Tenth Amendment, which defines 
the relationship between federal and 
state governments. 

On the surface, this news may not 
seem directly tied to the cannabis 
industry. But to understand why a 
case centered on New Jersey’s wish to 
legalize gambling on college and pro- 
fessional sports is relevant to marijua- 
na, it’s first important to understand 
the concept of “anti-commandeering” 
principles. 

As Justice Samuel Alito wrote 
in his majority decision, the Tenth 
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Amendment ensures that Congress 
“cannot issue direct orders to state 
legislatures.” This doesn’t mean that 
states can simply choose which laws 
to uphold and which to ignore, but it 
does indicate that the Supreme Court 
as it currently stands believes that if 
the federal government wishes to en- 
force prohibitions that specific states 
choose not to honor, it cannot compel 
the states in question carry out their 
will for them. 

In the context of cannabis, this rul- 
ing creates a precedent that could later 
be cited in arguing that the federal 
government cannot tell California and 
other states to use their own resources 
to enforce the U.S.’s federal pot pro- 
hibition. Without state assistance — 
which the federal government heavily 
relies on to carry out federal prohibi- 
tion laws — it would effectively leave 
states to make their own 
determinations on how 
they wish to deal with 
cannabis. 

Speaking with 
Marijuana.com, Keith 
Stroup — founder of the 
cannabis advocacy group 
NORML — agreed that 
the outcome of Murphy v. 
NCAA is about more than 
gambling. 

“There certainly is the 
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possibility that the same anti-com- 
mandeering legal doctrine may well 
end up helping in other areas,” he said. 

Perhaps more important than the 
ruling itself is the insight the decision 
gives legal analysts about how the cur- 
rent Supreme Court views the consti- 
tutionality of something like PASPA. 
Enacted in 1992, the bill prohibited 
states where gambling was not already 
legal from later authorizing such ac- 
tivity. What Justice Alito and six other 
members of the Supreme Court found 
was that prohibiting states from passing 
legislation to legalize gambling was the 
same as forcing them to pass legalization 
banning it — a violation of American 
federalism and the crux of the anti-com- 
mandeering doctrine. 

If that all feels a little dense, think of 
it this way: The U.S. government can’t 
make a state legisla- 
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ture pass a bill it doesn’t want to pass. 
Thus, it stands to reason that stopping 
a state legislature from passing a bill it 
does want to pass should be held to the 
same standard. 

Regarding the clash between state 
and federal law that Proposition 64 
created, Murphy v. NCAA signals that 
the Supreme Court believes the Con- 
stitution — and specifically the Tenth 
Amendment — prohibits the federal 
government from forcing states’ to act 
against their own wishes. 

As Marijuana Moment’s Tom Angell 
wisely points out, this ruling is as 
much a bullet dodged as it is a victory. 
If the Supreme Court had ruled in fa- 
vor of PASPA, it could have led to dire 
consequences. As Angell writes, “Con- 
gress would have been empowered to 
pass a new law, broader than the cur- 
rent Controlled Sub- 
stances Act (CSA), 
that required states 
to keep their own 
marijuana bans in 
effect.” Fortunately, 
that possibility is 
no longer an option, 

but future landmark 
decisions on behalf 
of legalized mari- 
juana remain firmly 
in play. 

Given Alito’s 
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history as one of the current Supreme 
Court’s most conservative justices 
— behind only Clarence Thomas — 
his ruling may ultimately lead toa 
showdown with another conservative 
political figure often cited in marijuana 
policy discussions: Attorney General 
Jeff Sessions. The prospect of watching 
Sessions battle Alito over the legality 
of cannabis is intriguing to say the 
least, and it’s a fight that offers the 
possibility of an outcome few would 
have believed possible before the Mur- 
phy v. NCAA decision. 

Meanwhile, efforts in Congress on 
the opposite front continue to gath- 
er momentum, from Senator Cory 
Booker’s Marijuana Justice Act to the 
VA Medicinal Cannabis Research Act 
of 2018, which in May became the 
first marijuana reform bill to ever be 
cleared for a vote by a House com- 
mittee. Will 2018 be the year that the 
mounting efforts to end cannabis pro- 
hibition finally come to a head? Possi- 
bly, but even if we’re forced to wait a 
little longer, the Court has proven once 
again that the green tides are finally 
starting to turn at the federal level.

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Legislation reduces 
risks of e-scooters

oday’s column continues where 
last week’s left off regarding legal 

responsibility for injuries caused 
by hazardously placed Bird, LimeBike 
and Spin electric scooters. I will first 
discuss new legislation designed to re- 
duce the risks these scooters present, 
and next address responsibility for in- 
juries caused when motorized scooters 
are driven on the sidewalk. 

New technologies are frequently 
launched faster than the law can catch 
up, and Bird, LimeBike and Spin mo- 
torized scooters are no exception. In 
response to these companies’ attempts 
to skirt existing vehicle regulations, 
San Francisco City Attorney Dennis 
Herrera, a longtime champion of city 
residents’ health and safety, issued a 
cease and desist order prohibiting the 
unfettered operation of these scooters. 
On April 24, 2018, the Board of Super- 
visors added Section 7.2.111, “Powered 
Scooter Share Parking Restrictions,” 
to the San Francisco Transportation 
Code by unanimous vote. The city ordi- 
nance is designed to dovetail with a bill 
heading through the State Legislature 
defining “Powered Scooter” under 
Division 11 of the California Transpor- 
tation Code. 

Section 7.2.111 makes it unlawful 
to park, leave standing or leave unat- 
tended rented powered scooters on 
any sidewalk, street or public right-of 
way without a permit issued by the San 
Francisco Municipal Transportation 
Agency (SFMTA). To obtain a permit, 
rental companies must provide user 
education, be insured, share trip data 
with The City, have a privacy policy 
that safeguards user information, 
offer a low-income plan and submit 
a proposed service area plan for city 
approval. They must also submit a plan 
to address sidewalk riding and sidewalk 
parking. 

Any unpermitted standing or unat- 
tended scooter is now deemed a public 
nuisance subject to abatement and 
removal pursuant to Article 26 of the 
Public Works Code, and the responsible 
enterprise is subject to fines and pen- 
alties to be established by the SFMTA. 
The ordinance also amended Public 
Works Code Section 302 to include 
powered scooters among items illegal 
to leave or abandon on any public 
property without express written per- 
mission. The City Attorney is empow- 
ered to enforce the ordinance through

injunctive relief (civil court orders to 
stop unlawful practices) and other civil 
proceedings. If a judge finds in The 
City’s favor, The City may collect reim- 
bursement from responsible parties 
for all investigation, enforcement and 
litigation costs, plus twice The City’s 
expense to abate the nuisance. This 
ordinance has teeth. 

On May 1, 2018, the SFMTA estab- 
lished a 12-month pilot program under 
which it will assess the regulations’ ef- 
fectiveness through field observation, 
data collection, citations issued, com- 
plaints received and other measures. 
During the pilot period, the SFMTA 
will issue only 1,500 scooter permits. 
If permitted operators meet requisite 
standards, the SFMTA may increase 
the total permits to 2,500 in months 7 
through 12 of the pilot. 

As to legal responsibility for injuries 
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caused by scooters driven on sidewalks, 
in addition to the state law discussed 
last week regulating “Electrically Mo- 
torized Board” under California Vehicle 
Code Section 313, San Francisco has 
enacted its own ordinances to keep up 
with ever-changing conflicts between 
people using sidewalks as pedestrians 
and those using some device or vehicle 
on the same surface. 

Before motorized scooters arrived 
on the scene, San Francisco already had 
in place an ordinance regulating hu- 
man propelled skateboards and scoot- 
ers, Non-motorized User-propelled 
Vehicles” (NUV’s) and another regulat- 
ing Segways. San Francisco Municipal 
Transportation Code Section 7.2.13 
makes it illegal to (1) ride NUVs on 
sidewalks within city business districts 
or (2) to ride NUVs on any sidewalk 
during the period commencing half- 


hour after sunset until half-hour before 
sunrise. The ordinance also made it 
illegal to operate an NUV in a reckless 
manner that endangers the safety of 
people or property. S.F. Transportation 
Code Section 7.2.11 precludes Segways 
from traveling on city sidewalks under 
any circumstance. 

What these two ordinances should 
make clear is that San Francisco is con- 
cerned about protecting its pedestrians 
from being struck by individuals using 
devices that travel faster than, and are 
unexpected by, pedestrians using the 
sidewalks. This is good public policy. 
We can expect The City to amend or 
adopt similar ordinances to include 
motorized scooters in the near future. 

In addition to all of the above, 
anyone who crashes into a pedestrian 
on the sidewalk, whether on an NUV, 

a Segway, or a motorized scooter, can 


always be sued in civil court under 
traditional negligence principles for 
the harms they cause to pedestrians. 
Car insurance does not provide cover- 
age for injuries caused while driving 
scooters. My firm has handled several 
injury-producing cases involving simi- 
lar vehicles. 

Long story short, if you see a scoot- 
er blocking the sidewalk or you are 
injured by a scooter, moving or parked, 
you have rights. You should report any 
injury to the SFMTA and obtain the ad- 
vice and counsel of a good trial lawyer 
to help you hold the drive and compa- 
ny responsible.

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Unlikely Pear 


“Reneé Magritte: The Fifth Season” at SFMOMA homes in on the middle-to-late career of the artist most closely associated with Surrealism, a 


first of any exhibit to date.

On the morning of May 19, min- 
utes after SFMOMA’s René Magritte ex- 
hibit opened for a member preview, so 
many people flooded the fourth-floor 
entrance that a line formed. The newly 
arriving members stood and waited, sur- 
rounded by a sea of reddish, ceiling-high 
curtains that seemed straight froma 
Broadway stage. 

Magritte loved curtains. He put 
them in many of his paintings, but 
they were much more than objects. To 
him, they were windows into the mys- 
teries of life that he said were every- 
where — whether the curtain existed 
within a painting, a museum, a skyline, 
or one’s imagination. “The sky is a form 
of curtain, because it hides something 
from us, Magritte once said. “We are 
surrounded by curtains.” 

The idea of “the hidden” was a cen- 
tral preoccupation with Magritte, and 
that theme runs through “René Mag- 
ritte: The Fifth Season,” the first exhi- 
bition anywhere — whether in Europe 
or the United States — to examine in 
full the Belgian painter’s late career, 
from middle age to until his death in 
1967 at 68. 

Magritte’s best-known works are on 
display, including Le fils de !homme (The 
Son of Man) from 1964, a self-portrait 
that has an apple floating and hovering 
before Magritte’s face; and Les valeurs 
personnelles (Personal Values) from 
1952, which depicts a bedroom 
with unusually sized items — comb, 
matchstick, et cetera — enveloped 
by the walls of a cloudy sky. In both 
paintings, the real merges into the 
surreal, as if Magritte were a magician 
who completed a visual trick of sleight 
and awe. Instead of rabbits from an 
upside-down top hat, he conjures up 
scenes that defy logic in their ability to 
arouse an audience, and gets them to 
wonder about illusion and allusion. 

Like other acclaimed artists who 
were born in the 19th century and 
lived through much of the 20th — 
Renoir, Matisse, Georgia O’Keeffe, 
Wassily Kandinsky — Magritte is 
someone whose works have been re- 
produced so often, including on album 
and book covers, that even casual 
art-goers know his work, or think they 
do. If there’s one art direction they as- 
sociate with Magritte, it’s Surrealism. 
But “The Fifth Season” takes a discern- 
ing dive into Magritte’s complicated 
relationship with Surrealism. When 
Magritte was in his 40s — during 
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World War II, when Nazi Germany 
occupied Belgium — he disassociated 
himself from the movement. That’s 
where the exhibit begins: in a period 
during which Magritte was question- 
ing Surrealism’s aims and motives, and 
questioning his own style of painting. 
The first work visitors see inside 
SFMOMA is La premeditation (Fore- 
thought), a 1943 painting of flowers 
that is flat-out beautiful. Daisies, 
roses, and other blooms burst through 
the canvas, whose colors, swirls, and 
brushstrokes suggest not Magritte but 
Auguste Renoir. But Magritte added 
his signature in the lower right side, 
along with something else that tells 
everyone that La premeditation (Fore- 
thought) is a Magritte painting: The 


flowers are all growing from the same, 
single stem. Recognizing this dis- 
combobulation takes a few moments. 
Unlike The Son of Man or Personal 
Values — or even Magritte’s work from 
the 1920s, like La traversée difficile (The 
Difficult Crossing) and Les complices 
du magicien (The Magician's Accomplic- 
es), both of which feature curtains 
— the 1943 painting doesn’t instantly 
portray its Magritte-ism. 

“The longer you spend with it, 
it just feels a little bit creepy,’ Gary 
Garrels, SFMOMA’s senior curator of 
painting and sculpture, says on the 
well-produced audio tour that accom- 
panies the exhibit. 

The flowered canvas is part of

what’s called Magritte’s “sunlit sur- 


realism” period from 1943-47, also 
represented at SFMOMA by Le Lyrisme 
(Lyricism), a Renoir-esque depiction of 
an angry man with a pear head who’s 
staring at a pear of the same size. The 
work references caricatures of the 
French king Louis Philippe I, who was 
deposed in the 1848 Revolution by so- 
cialists who demanded more say in the 
country’s affairs. 

Magritte identified with Socialism, 
Communism, and Marxism, as did 
many Surrealists, including its found- 
er, André Breton. In a letter to the 
Communist Party of Belgium in the 
mid-1940s, when an angry Magritte 
wanted to protest because he thought 
art-goers were undervaluing his work 
and art dealers were trying to exploit 
him, he wrote that, “The only way that 
poets and painters can fight against 
the bourgeois economy is to give their 
works precisely that content which 
challenges the bourgeois ideological 
values propping up the bourgeois 
economy.” 

Magritte’s ideological leanings are 
documented in the important 2016 
book René Magritte: Selected Writings. 
The first English translation of the 
artist’s letters, interviews, and other 
writings, it details Magritte’s deter- 
mination to change — in his own way 
— the way society looked at the world 
and at his own art. The bowler-hat-clad 
gents who’ve become such an endemic 
part of Magritte’s reputation, and who 
SFMOMA devotes a whole room to 
on the fourth floor, were essentially 
stand-ins for everyday, anonymous, 
middle-class men. Magritte was of 
the people and for the people, even 
as he came from a cosmopolitan 
upbringing that allowed him to get 
a formal art education. He had fun 
with his bowler-hatted men, painting 
them from behind, next to strange 
flowers, in silhouette with clouds, and 
even street-walking in tandem with 
paintings in their arms, as in the 1943 
work La cinquiéme saison (The Fifth Sea- 
son), which inspired the exhibit’s title. 

Between 1926 and 1966, Magritte 
created more than 50 works with bowl- 
er men, according to Caitlin Haskell, 
associate curator of painting and sculp- 
ture at SFMOMA and the exhibit’s 
curator, who tells SF Weekly that she 
arranged the exhibit’s nine thematic 
galleries in an order that would lead 
to bigger and bigger rooms — and to 
greater immersion with works that are 
larger in scale and more interactive. In 
many of these works, Magritte delib- 


erately leaves out people. Instead, by 
getting close to the canvases, art-goers 
become a central figure in the work 
itself — as if they’re entering the space 
Magritte has set up just for them. Per- 
sonal Values, which SFMOMA owns, is 
typical. 

“All the elements in that painting 
have a personal relationship, so there’s 
an invitation to step into the scene — 
so that you become the inhabitant in 
that space,” Haskell says. “At the same 
time, you have walls that are depicted 
with these cloud-filled skies, and they 
wrap around your field of vision. In 
discovering that in the following year, 
1953, he actually built a 360-degree 
artwork — that was fascinating to me. 
I wanted to give people the experience 
of moving into that space.” 

That space at SFMOMA consists of 
five large paintings that are connected 
to and compose part of the work The 
Enchanted Domain. Still, the most 
stunning Magritte gallery is the one 
with seven paintings from the Lempire 
des lumiéres (Dominion of Light) series. 
Each piece marries two disparate 
scenes into a seamless whole: a night- 
time residential street that a street 
light and window lamps brighten in 
spots, and a daylight skyline of blue- 
ness and white clouds. Magritte paint- 
ed the series of counterintuitive halves 
for more than 15 years, between the 
late 1940s to 1966, and made 27 works 
with the Dominion of Light title. 

Prior to SFMOMA’s exhibit, the 
series has only been shown with as 
many as three works together. It 
had been impossible to unite more 
than three because so many separate 
museums and private collectors own 
part of the series. SFMOMA was able 
to pull off its artistic feat — not only 
with the Dominion of Light series but 
with other Magritte works — through 
relationships with the Magritte Foun- 
dation and with different museums, 
collectors, curators, and benefactors 
who recognized that “René Magritte: 
The Fifth Season” might be a once-in-a- 
lifetime event. 

This exhibit will not travel to anoth- 
er venue, which is why so many people 
seem to be coming to San Francisco. 
On the exhibit’s first Friday night — 
another members-only preview — the 
line to enter SFMOMA snaked from 
Third Street around the corner to Min- 
na Street, and then from there around 
the corner to New Montgomery. 

The scramble to see Magritte up 
close has meant crowds of people 
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in front of many of the works (and 
security guards working extra to 
caution art-goers about getting too 
close to the canvases). But there’s still 
room to contemplate — especially in 
the large space that the Dominion of 
Light series hangs in. The darkened 
walls accentuate the light, textures, 
and shadows that emanate from the 
seven paintings, creating a kind of ar- 
resting stillness. Put another way: The 
gallery is an extended dream state. The 
repetition of seven similar scenes with 
slight changes — some of the seven, 
for example, portray street water that 
reflects the light differently — accen- 
tuates that dream state and magnifies 
what artist Jeff Koons calls Magritte’s 
ability to stir up the state between con- 
sciousness and unconscious thought, 
Magritte as a posthumous mystical 
interlocutor. 

Koons should know. He lent two 
works to the exhibit, including Fore- 
thought and a 1955 painting that helps 
end the exhibit: Les idées claires (Clear 
Ideas), which, against a fading skyline, 
shows a boulder suspended in mid-air 
between waves of water and a single, 
cottonball cloud. There’s nothing that 
“clear” about Clear Ideas. The central el- 
ements are all incredibly rendered (and 
Magritte doesn’t get enough credit for 
his skills as a painter) but it leaves the 
scene open. “The Fifth Season” ends

Several Palestinians are climbing 
over a wall that’s like the West Bank 
separation barrier Israel has built 
during the last 20 years. Clashes be- 


with a room that has six augment- 
ed-reality stations where art-goers can 
interact in fun and funny ways with 
window frames, cameras, moons, sky- 
lines, and sightlines. This room feeds 


into a fourth-floor SFMOMaA store that 


sells everything Magritte, including 
umbrellas, notebooks, tote bags, and 
the like. It’s a surreal turn of events 
given Magritte’s early anti-bourgeois 
beliefs — but René Magritte: Selected 
Writings is also for sale there. In those 
pages, Magritte says his main reason 
for painting was to “evoke mystery,” 
and that “The idea doesn’t matter to 
me; only the image counts, the inexpli- 
cable and mysterious image, since all is 
mystery in our life.” 

Art-goers will still always try to find 
definitive answers in Magritte’s work. 
But Magritte didn't like to suggest 
answers for anything in his paintings, 
including the bowler men. As Haskell 
tells SF Weekly, “when Magritte is 
showing you something, he’s always 
leaving open the possibility that it 
might be something else.”

tween Gaza Palestinians and Israeli 
troops — which have dominated 
headlines from the Middle East for 
months, and have killed more than 
100 Palestinians and injured thou- 
sands — are absent from Gazaleh’s 
multi-sided mural, for now. With 
the building’s owner, who is also 
of Palestinian descent, Gazaleh 
debated how much of the country’s 
history to include in his pictorial 
representation. 

“I wanted to put an Israeli tank 
falling off a cliff on the [mural’s] 
main wall, but he wasn’t really feel- 
ing it,’ Gazaleh says. “He doesn’t 
want to put anything that has vio- 
lence.” 

A San Francisco native, Gazaleh 
is a longtime muralist who has done 
work around the Bay Area, including 
Clarion Alley, a short walk from his 
new Elgin Park project. His work has 
a political edge, and often centers 
on Palestinian culture, history, and 
current events. Gazaleh last visited 
Palestine in 2007. His new work, 
he says, shows five generations of 
Palestinian life, and what life “could 
have been and what things are.” 
One of the depicted women is su- 
per-sized, a fictional figure, really. 

“She’s kind of like a superhero. 
She’s giant and bigger than the oth- 
er characters, and a protector of the 
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land,” Gazaleh says. “She has a key 
in her hands, and is handing the key 
to kids who are climbing over the 
wall. In her other hand, she has an 
orange. In the history of Palestine, 
on the coast, there were tons of 
orchards back in the day by Palestin- 
ian Christians, Jews, and Muslims, 
and they all got along. They worked 
together.” 

“When the Nakba happened, hun- 
dreds of thousands of farmers were 
displaced from this huge industry,” 
says Gazaleh, using an Arabic word 
for “catastrophe,” which is how 
many Palestinians reference Israel’s 
1948 founding and subsequent Pal- 
estinian displacement. 

Gazaleh says his artwork, which 
features a quote from the late Pal- 
estinian academic Edward Said — 
“humanism is the only resistance we 
have” — may be controversial. 

“People aren’t going to know 
what it’s about at first, because 
I use multiple styles of my art,” 
Gazaleh says. “It has realistic things 
and conceptual art. I want it to be 
visually pleasing. I want people who 
even hate it to love it.”

Not rated. 
Opens Friday. 
Following up his Cruising-riffing 
experimental documentary Interior. 
Leather Bar., Travis Mathews’ narrative 
drama Discreet again considers the 
impact of violence and not-so-internal- 
ized homophobia on the modern queer 
identity, as well as the newer wrinkle 
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of the warring forces created by the de- 
mocratization of the media. A scrubby 
young man named Alex (Jonny Mars) 
listens to rabidly homophobic and 
transphobic right-wing talk radio while 
driving through the heartland, but he 
also regularly meets a certain older 
gentleman for sexytime encounters in 
the viewing booth of a porn shop — 
always playing straight porn — while 


also arranging all-male motel 
orgies via Craigslist. He’s also 
planning his revenge on an el- 
derly invalid named John (Bob 
Swaffar), who abused Alex asa 
child. Meanwhile, Alex’s already 
fraught sense of boundaries 
lead him from being fan to 
stalker of Mandy (Atsuko Okat- 
suka), a YouTuber who makes 
Autonomous Sensory Meridian 
Response (ASMR) videos of 
soothing sounds such as hum- 
ming or frying bacon. For all 
the story, Discreet’s 80-minute 
runtime is never rushed, and 
an almost eXistenz-level of 
attention is paid to the simple 
sounds and textures while 
Mark De Gli Antoni’s spooky 
drone score keeps things unset- 
tling. You can rage against what 
you may perceive as the dying 
of the light, or you can relax 
and enjoy the ambience it cre-

17th SF DocFest, Week One 
Opens Thursday at the Roxie, the 
Brava, and the New People Cinema. 
If there’s anything regular readers 
of SF Weekly's film section know, it’s 
the burning shame that comes from 
wasting precious time they'll never get 
back — but they also know we're lucky 


that so many documentaries regular- 
ly play in town. In its 17th year, SF 
DocFest returns to the Roxie, the Bra- 
va, and the New People Cinema to pro- 
vide what it describes as “a manageable 
amount of the truth.” Heaven knows 
that amount changes from person to 
person, but there’s something in this 
year's stellar DocFest lineup for every 
tolerance level. The best documentary 
movies are always about movies them- 
selves — shut up, yes they are — and 
Joe Tropea’s Sickies Making Films is a 
great one which looks at censorship 
throughout the decades. Michael Vale 
and Donna McRae’s Cobby: The Other 
Side of Cute is the best film Jeff Kru- 
lik never made, as the search for the 
simian star of an obscure 1960s kids’ 
show addresses the wider issue of what 
happens to animals after the noncon- 
sensual time in the spotlight is over. 
And speaking of fading lights, David 
McMurry’s Atomic City visits Arco, 
Idaho — population 995 — which was 
the first city lit by atomic power. It was 
just for an hour overnight in 1955, but 
it’s defined their identity ever since. SC 


San Francisco 
Silent Film Festival 2018 
Starts Wednesday at the Castro 
Theatre. 
It’s becoming increasingly apparent 
that even if the world wouldn't neces- 
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sarily be a better place if people would 
just stop talking, silence couldn’t make 
things worse. So, thank goodness the 
Silent Film Festival is returning to 

the acoustically sound Castro Theater 
for its 23rd year of presenting boffo 
flicks that were mostly made before 

Al Jolson’s big stupid mouth ruined 
everything. The opening night to-do 

is one of the more subtly influential 
silent films ever, Paul Leni’s 1924 The 
Man Who Laughs. Conrad Veidt from 
The Cabinet of Dr. Caligari stars as a 
sideshow performer whose face is 
stuck in a rictus grin, and Batman cre- 
ator Bob Kane has acknowledged that 
Veidt’s visage influenced the Joker. The 
Berklee Silent Film Orchestra accom- 
panies the screening, which is doubly 
good considering the soundtrack to 
Universal’s 4K restoration includes 
human voices in the crowd scenes.

But the festival’s real 
gem is 10 minutes of footage Sergei 
Eisenstein shot for his unfinished jQue 
Viva Mexico! in 1931 — a period cov- 
ered in one of the best films of 2016, 
Peter Greenaway’s Eisenstein In Guana- 
juato.

If you had to pick one Bay Area 
chef-restaurateur whose career trajectory 
is deserves admiration and further cham- 
pioning, Reem Assil might be the one. A 
labor organizer who turned to food, she 
put in time with the worker-owned bak- 
ery co-op Arizmendi and the immi- 
grant-focused food-business incubator 
La Cocina. To realize a vision centered on 
intensely flavorful Arabic flatbreads with 
Californian fillings and toppings — anda 
strong sense of personal warmth — Assil 
opened a food stand in a community cen- 
ter in South Berkeley a couple years sgp. 

That led to a stall at the Ferry Build- 
ing Farmers Market and then, last 
spring, to Reem’s California, a fast-ca- 
sual Fruitvale brick-and-mortar. People 
flock there for treats like orange flower 
cake and for the sumac-heavy chicken 
wrap called a Cali Pal — as well asa 
uniquely welcoming atmosphere. (A 
sign promises “we'll still love you if you 
struggle to pronounce’ the Cali Pal’s 
name in Arabic, man’oushe.) 

Accolades poured in. Food & Wine 
included Reem’s on its 2017 list of 
Restaurants of the Year, and the James 
Beard Foundation named Assil as a 
semifinalist in the category of Best 
Chef: West. After serving on the advi- 
sory board of the Restaurant Oppor- 
tunities Center United's racial equity 
program, she met Daniel Patterson, 
and the resulting partnership with Pat- 
terson’s Alta Group has yielded Dyafa, a 
100-plus-seat full-service restaurant in 
Jack London Square that was formerly 
Haven. 

That’s an impressive streak, on an 
even more impressive timeline. It’s also 
the second of three such revamps for 
Patterson-affiliated establishments, as 
the original Alta CA in Mid-Market has 
since become Kaya, a follow-up to Nigel 
Jones’ Kingston 11, and the Minnesota 
Street Project location closed in early 
May to become Besharam, led by Heena 
Patel. 

Hospitality is the art of making 
perfect strangers feel as welcome as 
a beloved aunt; it’s also what an oily, 
cynical hotelier might hold a Bache- 
lor’s degree in. And Assil’s dedication 
to the first definition is Dyafa’s no. 1 
attribute. As is the case with Reem’s 
California, every visit seems to involve 
interactions with employees who seem 
genuinely invested in making sure you 
enjoy yourself and hope to return. 

Underlying that is the concept of 
home, both in terms of providing one 
for people who may have migrated 
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away from their places of origin and for 
drawing in newcomers. The danger of 
selling quote-unquote ethnic cuisine 

is exoticization, and it can cut in two 
directions: Unfamiliar dishes can be fe- 
tishized for how cheap they are, or else 
the entire package sacrifice authenticity 
to appeal to people always on the hunt 
for a flashy novelty. Assil bypasses all 

of that. 

The avenue is the food, of course. 
Start off lunch with a $15 mezze sam- 
pler and convince any companion to 
share a flight of rosé ($17 for four two- 
ounce pours) while you use the pillowy, 
oven-fresh pita to sneak away with all 
the labneh wa ful, a thick, strained a 
yogurt that’s as tangy as triple-cream 
mascarpone. The mutabbal, a smokier 
cousin to baba ghanoush, was the run- 
ner-up. Pair the whole thing with an 
Escudo Real 2017 vinho verde. 

Among the wraps from the saj, or 
grill, the kefta burger ($14) stood out 
for its presentation — rolled up in flat- 
bread, not between buns. Spiced and 
enrobed in juicy parsley with plenty of 
tahini, it’s not cooked to order but it 
has an appeal approaching that of a — 
sadly hypothetical — imperial roll bur- 
rito. There’s almost no heat, but there’s 
plenty of chew. 

A fattoush ($11), essentially a little 
gem salad with fried pitas that function 
as a sort of wonton crouton variant, 
was notable mostly as a counterpoint 
to all the wraps; it’s there if you need 






the lightly dressed greens. While the 
mujadarra ($14) had the subtle plea- 
sure of cucumber-and-yogurt rice pilaf, 
the raisins felt a bit discordant to a 
couple dining companions. Instead, the 
spot-on salatet bakleh ($12), a plate of 
purslane, bulgur, and asparagus was 
the best bet, heated up by the addition 
of chicken for five dollars and cooled 
down with mint and more yogurt. 

Asparagus shows up again in the 
haliyoon, a remarkable dish composed 
with pita crisps, fava green aioli, and 
fried egg. Cauliflower and eggplant 
carry the Steph Curry ($12), another 
wrap with plenty of feta and the satis- 
faction of a wrap that aims primarily 
for flavor and also notches high nutri- 
tional marks. The simplicity belies its 
significance; why hasn't this been done 
before? Ponder that one over a glass of 
Damascus lemonade deepened by or- 
ange-blossom water and mint ($6). 

And damn if it isn’t pleasant to 
eat such dishes outside, facing the 
water and Alameda beyond. Haven’s 
ceiling-concealing branches have been 
reworked to include what looks like 
floating planters, and the floor has 
been tiled in blue, a kapow element in 
an interior that’s otherwise trim and 
understated. 

Assil’s path hasn’t been without 
controversy. An electrifying mural on 
the wall of Reem’s California depicts 
a smiling Rasmea Odeh, a Jordanian 
of Palestinian descent who is seen 
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as a freedom fighter to many Arabs 
and, for her role in a 1969 bombing in 
Jerusalem that killed two people and 
injured several more, as a terrorist 
by many Israelis and Jews. Convicted 
and imprisoned, Odeh claimed to have 
been tortured; later freed as part of a 
prisoner exchange, she moved to the 
U.S. and eventually took American 
citizenship only to have it revoked after 
accusations of immigration fraud led 
to another trial. (Odeh was ultimately 
deported to Jordan last September.) 
Denounced here and there online, 
Assil and her restaurant were subse- 
quently the target of a Yelp campaign 
designed to destroy their reputations. 
Unquestionably, emotions run hot and 
tribal affiliations are strong when it 
comes to any facet of the decades-long 
Israeli-Palestinian conflict. But it’s a 
testament to the shifting landscape in 
the food world when a woman of Mid- 
dle Eastern descent is evaluated on the 
merits without being dismissed out of 
hand — and the lamb, pomegranate, 
and pine nut turnovers at Reem’s Cal- 
ifornia still sell out all the time. Dyafa 
is free of any potential provocations, 
the food and service are wonderful, and 
hopefully the cuisine of the Levant can 
now take its rightful place.

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CUESA 
Celebrates 
a Quarter-

On Saturday, May 22, 1993, only 
two years after the removal of the Em- 
barcadero Freeway reconnected the 
Ferry Building with the rest of San Fran- 
cisco, local farmers sold their spring pro- 
duce outside the building for the first 
time. The market they created was only 





Slocombe, Dosa, Locanda, and Brown 
Sugar Kitchen — all of them celebrat- 
ing CUESA’s path to becoming a major 
player, operating two additional mar- 
kets and food-education services for 
several thousand Bay Area students. 
Beyond live music, a raffle, anda 
toast, there will be more to eat than 
at any of CUESA’s many parties. (Of 
the $140-$165 ticket price, $90 is 
tax-deductible.) Since a single birthday 
cake — even a mega-sized Fudgie the 
Whale — would be wholly insufficient, 
there will be 25 in all, created by pastry 
superstars at B. Patisserie, Craftman & 
Wolves, and others. It’s all to acknowl- 
edge the good done by programs like 
Schoolyard to Market, which gives stu- 
dents practical knowledge about entre- 
preneurship and raising vegetables.

“There’s pros and cons to every 
alternate timeline,’ Rick on Rick and 
Morty burps. “Fun facts about this one: 
It’s got giant, telepathic spiders, eleven 
9/11s, and the best ice cream in the mul- 
tiverse!” 

There’s no such quandary at Table- 
Top Tap House, now open near the 
Moscone Center in what used to be Jil- 
lian’s. There, you can avoid interdimen- 
sional aesthetic and moral dilemmas 
and instead restrict yourself to Nuptia 
4 and the Citadel of Ricks by playing 
the Rick and Morty version of Clue. 
(The board is pretty different-looking if 
you re used to being in the conservato- 
ry with the revolver.) 

In any case, this new bar and game 
parlor hasn't fully superseded its for- 
mer incarnation, as the website redi- 
rects to jillianssf.com, but differences 
abound. For starters, the board games: 
Hand your ID toa server and you can 
take out Scrabble, Cards Against Hu- 
manity, Uno, Settlers of Catan, and 
about 50 more. TableTop is always 
adding to its collection — and in back, 
there are a number of pool tables plus 
TVs tuned to sports. 

But this is a bar, and that means 
beer like Ballast Point Sculpin, Cali- 
craft Kolsch, Drake’s Denogginizer, 
Firestone 805, and the like. The aver- 
age $8.50-$10 price range is a little 
steep, not unlike you're in the View 
Lounge at the top of the nearby Marri- 
ott Marquis, but cocktails are all $13. 
Beyond Boulevardiers and Martinezes, 
there’s a Paloma made with Partida 
Blanca and a Daiquiri fashioned out 
of Brugal 1888 rum with a Chartreuse 
float. Food options are roughly equiv- 
alent, an upscale bar-bite vibe full of 
cauliflower buffalo bites and Bloody 
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Mary pizzas that occasionally veers 
into agreeable overkill (like “Fish N 
Chips Mega Sliders,” although there’s 
an Impossible Burger version, too). 
Since it’s around the corner from a 
convention center and within walking 
distance from basically everything, 
expect lots of corporate parties and 
other larger-size events, tearing into 
Greek salad jars, chilaquiles rojos, and 
half-pound burgers. Expect lanyards 
— lots of lanyards. One notable menu 
addition is the $15 Negroni Sampler, 


a suite of four each made with a differ- 
ent base spirit: Tito’s Vodka, Bombay 
Sapphire gin, Buffalo Trace whiskey, 
and Xicaru Mezcal. (Incidentally, next 
week is Negroni Week, and Tabletop 
will donate the proceeds from its flight 
to Autism Speaks.) 

As with SPiN and Coin-Op Game 
Room, the marriage of craft cocktails 
and nostalgic games is catnip for the 
after-work set. Undoubtedly, it’s the 
toys that will make the deepest im- 
pression. Even if you're a Hungry Hun- 


bee 
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gry Hippo who, after a couple drinks, 
begins to lose the muscle coordination 
required to extricate the butterfly from 
the stomach in Operation, you can 
always have a good-natured shouting 
match with your besties over Guess 
Who.

Will Sheff is walking in the rain 
and talking about tracheotomies. 

There’s a reason he’s landed on the 
subject: One of the songs on Okkervil 
River’s latest album, In the Rainbow 
Rain, is dedicated to the topic. 

“I knew about tracheotomies before 
I knew how to read,” Sheff says. “It was 
a subject in my family that hovered 
over everything. Sometimes I'd wonder 
if maybe I wasn’t supposed to be alive.” 

Sheff’s own tracheotomy occurred 
when he was an infant, but his fasci- 
nation with the procedure lingered. 
When Catherine Zeta-Jones began to 
regularly appear in films, he quickly 
noticed she, too, bore the distinctive 
scar that all survivors of the operation 
share. While Sheff’s has faded, it’s nev- 
er left his mind. 

Instead, it became the basis for 
“Famous Tracheotomies” — one of 10 
new songs that reflect a pivot away 
from the literary-minded ballads that 
have long served as Sheff’s primary 
mode of expression. A band largely 
in name only — Sheff is the creative 
center and only remaining original 
member — Okkervil River has come to 
represent a highly intellectual subsect 
of folk where twang meets truth. 

On In the Rainbow Rain, Sheff says 
the concern wasn’t over whether his 
words impressed people, but whether 
he could imbue his music with a fresh 
sense of wonder. 

“I like to read rock bios,” he notes. 
“One thing you start to notice is these 
patterns where people either go into 
autopilot or they manage to stay vital.” 

To that end, Sheff’s made some 
notable changes in his life — includ- 
ing experimenting with microdosing 
psychedelics and regularly attending 
Quaker services. The former evolved 
from some experiences with mush- 
rooms he enjoyed while staying at a 
friend’s cabin in Upstate New York. 

“It was a really positive experience 
for me,” he recalls. “What I wanted out 
of life started to change pretty signifi- 
cantly. Microdosing was an attempt 
to bring that feeling and sensation 
into my life in a more integrated way. 

I wanted to be a normal person who 
wasn't constantly tripping balls but 
who was still connected to that experi- 
ence. I feel like that’s something that’s 
been a theme for me. I’m always trying 
to invite in mystery and figure out a 





way to thread it through my daily life.” 

Speaking with Sheff, it’s clear that 
he thinks deeply about the songs he 
writes. On 2005's critically acclaimed 
Black Sheep Boy, he managed to weave 
together musings on his own rela- 
tionships and tribulations with the 
narrative of 1960s folk singer Tim 
Hardin, who struggled with heroin ad- 
diction (and wrote the song that gives 
the album its title). Across Okkervil 
River’s eight albums, Sheff has always 
approached his craft with a storytell- 
er’s eye, a tactic that has earned him 
adoration from critics and a dedicated, 
if niche, fan following. 

In conversation, Sheff is quick to 
reach for metaphors. When it comes 
to his songwriting, he compares the 
process to photography. 

“Your mind is kind of like a dark 
room on some level,” he says. “You 
take the picture — which could be an 
idea or an experience — it goes into 
the darkroom, and something comes 
out the other end. If you go barging in 


there to check out the pictures while 
they’re developing, you might screw 

it up. I'd say thinking too consciously 
about what you're trying to do in the 
middle of the process would be akin to 
barging into that darkroom.” 

In addition to mystery, Okkervil 
River’s latest work is also an exercise in 
simplicity. While In the Rainbow Rain’s 
closing number, “Human Being Song,” 
may be one of the most straightfor- 
ward tracks Sheff has ever written, it’s 
for that very reason that he considers 
it some of his finest work. 

“For much of my life, ’ve used be- 
ing wordy as a defense mechanism,” he 
says. ‘I think that’s what I find myself 
less pleased by when I listen back 
to some of my earlier songs. It’s like 
here’s this guy who is really trying to 
get your attention with his words. It’s 
a bit ironic, because some of the songs 
that I feel that way about are some of 
our most popular songs. I don’t think 
I’m the same Okkervil fan that most of 
our fans are.”

With “Human Being Song,” Sheff 
has rebuked the heady constructs 
that often define his work and instead 
penned something you might expect 
from Muppet Show songwriter Joe 
Raposo. 

“It’s my attempt to write ‘Bein’ 
Green, ” he says. “Language will be 
something that I always have and that 
I will always deeply love, but there’s 
also something nice about throwing 
down your weapons, to just come out 
with your hands up and say, “This is 
who Iam.”

Although Handsome Ghost is skilled at creating electronic music, frontman 
Tim Noyes has a bright, powerful voice that can be attributed to his younger 
days as an indie folk musician. In an interview with AXS, Noyes explains how 
The Postal Service served as an inspiration to explore electronic music produc- 
tion, saying, “When we started Handsome Ghost, I started experimenting with 
some different sounds and not worrying about rules or tradition in music or 
anything like that.” Steps, Handsome Ghost’s 2015 debut EP, introduces listen- 
ers to the group’s ability to create irresistible electronic pop that has a legiti- 
mate heart and soul to it. Noyes’ confessional songwriting exemplifies this best 
in the standout single “Blood Stutter,’ which initially earned them a contract 
with Photo Finish Records. Soon enough, Handsome Ghost expanded from a 
duo to a full band, releasing its debut studio album Welcome Back in January of 
this year. The expanded lineup has transformed Handsome Ghost from a bed- 
room-pop act to a band that sounds ready to take on main stages at festivals, 
with a mix of organic instruments like pianos and guitars that complement the 
synths that blend in the background.

Producing house music that naturally blends in organic instruments with a jazzy flair seems like something that should be 
reserved only for those with the knowledge necessary for such a daring sound. Luckily for Gert Beazar and IJsbrand De 
Wilde, the Belgian masterminds behind Stavroz, their backgrounds as sound engineers have enabled them to fearlessly in- 
corporate sounds that normally would not be heard in any house track. They duo channels elements of jazz, swing, and Bal- 
kan music, among other influences. Since their formation in 2011, Stavroz has expanded into a four-piece group, with 
saxophonist Pieter De Meester and guitarist Maxim Helincks joining the producers both live and in the studio. Stavroz’s 
2015 hit single “The Finishing” is a brooding and hazy deep house-focused track guided by De Meester’s smooth and ex- 
pertly crafted saxophone arrangement. Stavroz’s live performances, much like their studio music, further blur the line be- 
tween electronic and organic sounds as their pounding house beats along with jazz-spiked improvised live instrumentation 
will satisfy clubbers just as well as those craving a more thought-provoking live experience. Tim Casagrande

Referring to Yeek as a rapper is accurate, but it’s not the best label for a genre- 
bender who weaves flavors of indie pop and R&B into his beat-driven music. 
Born Sebastian Carandang, the self-taught musician hails from New Jersey, but 
relocated to Los Angeles — which explains the distinctly West Coast sound that 
oozes from releases like his 2017 sophomore album Sebastian. The album is a 
sun-drenched journey that explores the melancholic isolation of moving to 
L.A., juxtaposing the unsatisfying reality of his experience with lyrics about a 
pop-infected soundscape. That’s heard on standout track “Only in the West,” 
and Yeek’s relaxed singing-rapping flow fits well with his admittedly chilled-out 
beats. When speaking to VICE about Frank Ocean’s Blonde, one of Yeek’s per- 
sonal favorites, he explained that “A lot of people like to think that slow songs 
mean that you are being lazy or simple but his songs were intricate. There was 
depth to them, production- and writing-wise. And those are the things that I 
feel like I want in my music. I want to reshape the way people see music.” Re- 
leased earlier this month, Yeek’s EP, Blackheart, is a darker turn when compared 
to Sebastian, but it sounds like a natural evolution for an emotive and wildly

If he is, Idont know how we can 
handle it. 

Guy Alarmed, Yeah, By Younger Boy- 
friend’s Interest 


Turning bi? Unlikely. 

Always was bi and only just realized it? Likelier. 

Always was bi but identified as gay because (1) he 
prefers men as romantic partners and (2) the biphobia 
he encountered in gay male spaces/bedrooms/but- 
tholes convinced him to stay closeted but he doesn’t 
want to live a lie anymore and he’s done hiding from 
the man he loves but instead of using his words and 
coming out to you like a grown-up, GAYBYBI, your 
boyfriend is letting you know he’s bi with his porn 
choices and a big push to make a MMF threesome 
sound like a sexy adventure you would both enjoy? 
Likeliest. 

As for how to handle it, GAYBYBI, you’ll have to 
use your words: Ask your boyfriend if he’s bi. (Spoil- 
er: He’s bi, bicurious, or so homoflexible he could 
tour with Cirque du Soleil.)

I recently spent a wonderful weekend with a youn 
woman from out of town who identifies as queer and 
poly. Being the curious guy I am, I had her explain 
what these things meant to her. She went on to say th 
she is considering changing from poly to nonmonoge 
mous. I find this confusing. I’m certainly nonmonoga 
mous, but I’ve never thought of myself as poly. What 
the difference? 

Confused Over Lines Inside Names 


I would describe the difference as googleable, 
COLIN. But since you asked: A nonmonogamous pe 
son has sex with their partner and others; a poly per- 
son has or is open to having committed and concurre 
romantic relationships. For one example: An ethicall 
nonmonogamous woman fucks the boyfriend/husbar 
she loves and other guys she doesn’t; a poly woman 
has two (or more) guys she both loves and fucks. 


I have two complaints: one with the world and on 
with you. My problem with the world is that it seems 
to think it is possible to embrace the rights of sex 
workers and still stigmatize the men who employ thei 
Iam ina happy monogamish marriage, and I enjoy 
a very good, vanilla-but-bordering-on-tantric sex life 
with my wife. Early on, when we discussed how open 
our marriage should be, we decided it would be all 
right for me to see escorts several times a year. This 
gives me some sexual variety and keeps her from fee! 
ing threatened by my becoming emotionally involved 
with a third party. She is very mono and has no inter 
est in going outside the marriage for sex. My quarrel 
with you has to do with your oft-repeated advice that 
people should break things off with partners who dot 
perform oral sex. My wife doesn t like to give head— 
and I really dont like getting it from her, since she 
doesn t like doing it. It is, however, one of the things 
on my list for my quarterly pro session. So I go down 
on her, she doesnt go down on me, and I see escorts 
who do. And... 

It Works For Us 


In regards to your first complaint, IWFU, there 
are sex workers out there fighting for their rights and 
fighting the stigma against sex work—along with 
fighting prohibition, the Nordic Model, and SESTA 
(google it)—but you don’t see the men who employ 
them stepping up and joining the fight. 

“TIt’s time for] all of you clients out there [to] get 
off your duffs and fight,” as sex worker and sex-worl 
er-rights advocate Maggie McNeill wrote on her blo; 
“Regular clients outnumber full-time whores by at 
least 60 to 1. Gentlemen, I suggest you rethink your 
current silence, unless you want to be the next one 
with your name and picture splashed across newspa- 
pers, TV screens, and websites.” 

In regards to your second complaint, IWFU, it is 
true that I’ve said—on one or two occasions—that 
oral comes standard and any model that arrives with- 
out oral should be returned to the lot. I’ve also said 
that you can’t be in an LTR without paying the price 
of admission, and I’ve said that a lot more often. If n 
getting oral at home is the price of admission you’re 
willing to pay to be with your wife, and if allowing 
you to get oral elsewhere is the price of admission 
she’s willing to pay to be with you, then Godspeed, 
IWFU, and tip the sex workers you patronize and 
speak up to fight the stigma against doing sex work 
and hiring sex workers.
